Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I  nave  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1966. 

I  was  appointed  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  October,  1 966, 
when  the  County  Council  amalgamated  the  former  Brighouse  and  Todmorden  Health 
Divisions  to  form  an  enlarged  Division,  consisting  of  eight  District  Councils 
and  comprising  the  whole  of  the  catchment  area  of-  the  Halifax  Hospitals  .Group, 
other  than  Halifax  County  Borough.  Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme,  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West 
Hiding  County  Council's  Local  Health  Services,  and  this  Scheme  has  led  to  the 
close  integration  of  Local  .authority  Health  Services.  This  report  will  follow 
the  same  lines  as  previous  years,  giving  the  statistics  of  the  Queensbury  and 
Saelf  Urban  District,  and,  where  this  is  not  possible,  the  figures  will  relate 
to  the  original  Brighouse  Division  to  enable  comparisons  to  be  drawn  with 
previous  years. 


The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  that  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  to 
17*2  from  the  very  high  level  which  it  reached  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  has  also  fallen  to  12. 5  so  that  there  is,  once  again,  a  favourable  balance. 
The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  to  be  9,660,  and  credits 
us  with  a  rise  of  70  over  the  previous  year.  The  causes  of  death  were 
principally  those  associated  with  old  age,  in  particular  heart  disease  and  Cancer. 
There  were,  however,  9  accidental  deaths,  3  due  to  road  accidents  and  6  to  other 
types  of  accidents,  including  accidents  in  the  home.  The  latter  figure  includes 
4  children  and  emphasises  the  continued  need  for  education  and  supervision  of 
young  children.  The  Queensbury  and  Shelf  Home  Safety  Committee  is  tackling  this 
problem  energetically  and  has  received  very  good  support  throughout  the  district. 

The  outbreak  of  Measles  in  1965  continued  and  a  further  41  cases  we re 
notified.  Whooping  Cough  was  the  only  other  infectious  disease  of  significance 
during  the  year,  and  10  cases  were  notified.  Certain  of  these  were  modified  by 
previous  vaccination  and  indeed  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the  vast 
majority  of  our  child  population  is  now  vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough,  this 
disease  could  have  reached  epidemic  proportions.  Notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
have  been  gradually  declining  in  recent  years,  due  to  advances  in  treatment  and 
improved  living  conditions.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  for  the  first 
time  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  in  the  year 
1966. 


The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  provide  essential  services 
despite  staff  shortages  which  were  not  resolved  until  Mr.  Barry  took  up  duty  as 
an  assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  in  December.  There  were  inevitably  some 
deficiencies  in  the  service;  for  instance,  no  sampling  of  either  water  or  ice 
cream  was  carried  out0  Caravans  continued  to  cause  us  some  concern,  not  only 
those  belonging  to  itinerants,  who  camped  on  common  land,  but  also  those  on  a 
registered  site,  where  the  owner  did  not  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  site 
licence. 

In  his  report,  Mr,  Shelley  has  set  out  the  full  details  of  the  housing 
position  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is  disconcerting  to  see  that  over  one 
thousand  houses,  representing  one-quarter  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district,  still 
lack  the  basic  amenities  of  hot  and  cold  water,  a  bathroom  and  inside  water 
closet,  and  a  ventilated  foodstore.  It  is  proposed  that  366  of  these  should  be 
dealt  with  under  the  clearance  programme  before  I98O.  Tho  small  number  of  houses 
involved  each  year  should  net  impose  an  undue  strain  on  the  Housing  Committee  and 
the  clearance  programme  by  itself  will  not  necessitate  much  new  building. 

Improvement  grants  are  being  approved  at  the  rate  of  approximately  50  each 
year,  the  majority  coming  from  owner-occupiers  of  property  rather  than  from  the 
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landlords  of  tenanted  houses.  I  should  vory  much  like  to  see  the 
acceleration  of  the  improvement  of  older  houses,  of  which  there  are  an 
estimated  7^7  which  could  he  improved  and  brought  up  to  an  acceptable 
standard.  If  these  basic  improvements  are  not  carried  out,  there  is  a 
very  real  risk  that  such  houses  may  deteriorate  and  in  doing  so  affect 
neighbouring  properties  with  the  result  that  further  blocks  may  have  to 
be  considered  for  clearance  at  a  later  date.  The  Council  may  well  find 
themselves  having  to  accept  much  more  responsibility  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  substandard  houses  in  the  years  to  come. 

There  is  an  active  Old  Peo pie's  Welfare  Committee  which  has  organised 
a  very  efficient  ’Meals  on  Wheels’  Service  in  co-operation  with  the  welfare 
Department  of  the  County  Council,  which  provides  the  equipment  and  makes  a 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  each  meal.  Each  week  some  36  meals  are 
distributed  to  old  people  in  their  own  hemes,  and  a  luncheon  club  has  been 
formed  and  this  enables  30  old  people  who  can  get  out  to  be  sure  of  a  warm, 
cooked  meal  each  week.  The  Council,  too,  has  been  concerned  about  the 
welfare  of  the  elderly  and  has  made  very  generous  housing  provision  for  this 
section  of  the  community.  There  are  7  wardens  who  supervise  the  tenants  of 
Council  bungalows  for  old  people  and,  in  addition,  2  further  wardens  were 
appointed  in  1966  to  give  oversight  to  old  people  in  privately-owned  houses. 
This  latter  scheme  cannot  be  as  comprehensive  as  in  purpose-built  accommodation 
where  one  has  compact  units  which  can  be  equipped  with  an  intercommunication 
system  but  it  has  proved  to  be  most  helpful  and  gives  a  great  sense  of  security 
to  old  people  living  alone. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and  to  thank  Mr.  Shelley,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  most  willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to 
tackle  the  numerous  problems  of  the  Health  Department.

Birth  Hate. 


The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year,  is  17.2  per  1 ,000  of  the  population, 
his  compares  with  the  rate  of  18.9  for  1965.  To  compare  the  birth  rate  with 
any  degree  of  accuracy  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  it  is  necessary 
to  adjust  the  crude  birth  rate  by  multiplying  it  by  the  area  comparability 
factor,  Every  c -strict  varies  as  to  the  distribution  of  population  among  the 
sexes,  and  in  og  s  ranges.  The  area  comparability  factor  is  an  attempt  to 
standardise  err  rex  and  age  range  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  Our 
comparability  factor  is  O.96  which  means  that  with  our  present  sex  and  age 
range,  the  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted  downwards  to  bring  it  into  line 
with  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  our  corrected  birth  rate  is  16. 5.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  administrative  County  of  18.2  and  a 
birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17. 7. 

There  were  seventeen  illegitimate  births,  all  live,  representing  10.2  per 
cent,  of  the  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1,8  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 

During  the  year,  there  were  two  stillbirths.  This  gives  a  rate  of  11. 9 
per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  I4.4  and  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  1 5.4.  " 

Teeth  Wate. 


ine  death  rate  for  tho  Urban  District  is  12. 5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
T-ll  j  is  1  *  5  below  the  rate  for  1965.  The  comparability  factor  for  obtaining  the 
adjusted  death  rate  is  1.10  and  using  this  factor  we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  13.8.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  12.9  for  the  administra¬ 
tive  County  and  of  11. 7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequencys- 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  -  52(65). 

2.  Malignant  Disease  -  26  (15). 

3.  Vascular  Lesions  of  tho  Nervous  System  -  12  (19).

Infant  Deaths. 

There  are  five  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Queensbury  and  Shelf 
during  1 966 ,  and  the  infant  death  rate  is  30.1  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
infant  death  rate  of  30.1  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  I9.8  and  for  England  and  'Wales  of  19.0.

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bradford,  continued  to  receive  clinical 
material  and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while  choraical 
analysis  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lea  and  Mallindor,  Public  analysts, 
Halifax. 

.Ambulance  Service. 


The  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Brighouse  provides  cover  for  the 
Queensbury  and  Shelf  Urban  District  and  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  County. 

This  service  has  recently  been  reorganised  and  is  administered  from  the  Group 
Control  at  Birkenshaw,  telephone  number  Bradford  682211,  and  all  requests  for 
the  ambulance- service  should  be  made  to  this  Centre. 

Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the 
year.  The  figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is  appended 
in  brackets  after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies  to  the  whole 
Division.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional  figures  to  give 
the  figures  for  Queensbury  alone. 

These  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a  slight  reduction  in  all  the 
categories  of  patients,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  with  the  exception 
of  accident;,  emergency  and  transfer  cases,  which  have  shown  a  slight  increase. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nurse  made  2169  visits  to  127  cases  during  the  year. 

Full  collaboration  has  been  maintained  with  the  hospital  service  and  with 
the  General  Medical  Practitioners  under  whose  direction  the  District  Nurse  works.

There  wore  80  cases  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  being  provided  with  a  Home 
Help  at  the  beginning  of  1966,  and  49  now  cases  were  attended  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  99  cases' were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  129  homes  attended  during  the  year,  domestic  help  was  provided  for 
100  old  people,  as  compared  with  96  in  1966.  Domestic  help  was  also  provided 
in  16  cases  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  in  13  maternity  cases. 

During  1966,  there  were  18  women  working  as  Home  Helps  in  Queensbury  and 
Shelf,  and  altogether  they  worked  17064  hours.  Of  these  hours,  1 6468  were  spent 
in  helping  old  people. 

Chiropody  Service. 

The  Chiropody  Service  commenced  in  i960  and  is. greatly  appreciated  by  the 
old  people  of  the  district.  The  Service  is  free  for  all  pensioners.  This 
means  that  women  of  sixty  are  able  to  have  chiropody  whereas  men  are  not  eligible 
until  they  are  sixty-five.  Women  of  sixty  generally  are  very  active  and  perhaps 
some  of  them  who  attend  could  manage  to  look  after  their  feet  themselves  but 
many  young  women  are  used  to  having  chiropody  treatment  and  of  course  their  feet 
have  often  been  subject  to  unsuitable  footwear  for  a  considerable  time.  At  pre¬ 
sent  some  young  men' are  subjecting  their  feet  to  similar  dangers;  they  will 
regret  this  when  they  are  older. 

We  havo  been  fortunate  in  that  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  service 
as  a  direct  service  with  a  well-qualified  chiropodist.  The  numbers  attending 
have  increased  every  year  and  we  had  283  patients  receiving  treatment  in  1966, 
as  compared  with  230  last  year.  Of  these  patients  I84  attended  clinics,  the 
remaining  99  having  treatment  in  their  own  homes.  The  number  of  treatments  given 
this  year  was  1505. 

The  Chiropody  Service  now  seems  to  be  running  smoothly  as  one  of  the 
accepted  services  of  this  department. 
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Health  Education 


Health  education  followed  the  lines  of  previous  years,  consisting  of 
talks  to  selected  clases  at  Foxhill  Junior,  and  P.ueenshnry  and  Shelf  Second— 
'ary  Modern  Schools.  The  Home  Safety  Committee  made  a  special  effort  to 
intensify  activities  during  the  Golden  Jubilee  Safety  Year,  and  co-operated 
with  the  Head  Safety  Committee  to  hold  a  film  show,  and  a  quiz  session  in 
the  closing  months  of  1 966.  Other  activities  followed  through  into  1967. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  gave  talks  in  the  Secondary  Schools  and 
arranged  for  pupils  to  visit  Municipal  Undertakings,  such  as  the  tip  and  the 
sewage  works.  The  Health  Visitors  also  gave  talks  in  schools  dealing  with 
personal  hygiene  in  addition  to  the  health  education  which  they  do  as  a 
normal  part  of  the  clinic  service. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 


The  Table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  on  Table  4. 

.e  have  no  purpose-built  clinics  in  either  Queensbury  or  Shelf  but  the 
Queensbury  Clinic  was  adapted  by  the  County  Council  from  the  old  billiard 
room  at  tne  Victoria  Hall  and  serves  as  an  example  of  co-operation  between 

the  County  and  the  District  Councils.  This  clinic  is  well  used  and  presents 
excellent  accommodation.  *

Infectious  Diseases. 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  generally  admitted  to  the  Leeds  Hoad 
H^liaHo spitalPltal  ’  Bradf0rd’  and  cases  of  ^erculosis  to  the  Northowram 

Maternity. 

The  hospital  accommodation  provided  for  maternity  cases  is  excellent  in 
this  area.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to  Bradford  but  the  majority  are  delivered 
in  the  Halifax  General  Hospital.  This  Hospital  also  provides  us  with  a 
iying  squad  ^for  the  provision  of  blood  transfusions  and  emergency  treatment 
the  event  of  an  unforeseen  complication  at  a  home  confinement.  We  have

.o  ,  711610 9X1  ^creasing  tendency  for  mothers  and  babies  to  be  discharged 
45  hours  after  the  normal  confinement  and  to  be  cared  for  by  the  Ibmiciliary 
Midwife  i or  the  remainder  of  the  lying-in  period.  This  procedure  was  first^ 
introduced  m  order  to  overcome  an  acute  shortage  of  maternity  beds  in  some 
centres  but  it  is  now  spreading  to  areas  which  have  an  adequate  number  of  .beds 
by  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Cranbrook  Conmittee,  which  was  that  there 
should  be  provision  for  7<$  of  mothers  to  have  their  confinements  in  hospital. 
Theoe  early  discharges  have  created  some  additional  work  for  our  District  •  s 
laidwives  but  this  has  been  willingly  accepted.  It  is  inevitable,  however, 
that  tie  staff  should  feel  some  apprehension  that  they  may  ultimately  become 
purely  maternity  nurses  and  not  be  permitted  to  use  all  their  professional  skills, 

Old  People. 


here  is  still  a  great  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  for  old  people, 
borne  old  people  have  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  in  Bradford  but  the  vast 
majority  go  to  St.  John's  Hospital,  Halifax.  This  Hospital  is  always  full 
and  there  is  usually  a  waiting  list,  especially  for  female  patients.  The 
io spit al  lan,  if  implemented,  will  result  in  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  geriatric  beds  available  in  the  Halifax  area.  *s  the-  present  service 
is  hard  pressed  to  meet  the  essential  needs  of  the  elderly,  it  seem  probable

Health  Visitors. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  a  qualified,  nurse  who  has  undergone  an  extensive 
course  of  training  in  her  speciality.  In  addition  to  her  attendance  at  the 
infant  welfare  clinics,  she  has  a  responsibility  to  visit  every  new  haby  at 
heme,  giving  such  supervision  and  advise  as  may  be  required.  In  recent  yea 
she  has  been  carrying  cut  an  increasing  range  of  screening  tests  for  the  ea 
detection  of  such  conditions  as  Phenylketonuria,  Congenital  Dislocation  of 
Hip,  and  deafness.  She  gives  special  attention  to  the  supervision  of  probl 
families,  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  unable  to  cope  with  the  incre 
ing  tempo  of  modern  life,  and  she  co-operates  with  other  statutory  and  volu 
ary  agencies  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  suffering  among  the  children.  Much 
of  her  time  is  taken  up  with  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  and  the  supervision 
of  home  helps,  and  health  education  is  now  becoming  an  increasingly  importa 
aspect  of  her  duties. 

ixs  reported  last  year,  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  Division  have  cease 
to  have  their  own  areas  and  are  now  attached  to  the  practices  of  Family  Doc 
thus  making  for  much  closer  cc-operation  between  our  two  branches  of  the  He 
Service.

Seventy-four  patients  attended  during  the  year,  and  altogether  412  attendaw 
were  made  at  the  two  Clinics.

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MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered,  cn  a  Divisional  basis  and  two 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  based  in  this  area.  In  addition,  we  share  the 
services  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  who  has 
responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much  larger  catchment  area  of  Storthes 
Hall  Hospital.  There  havo  been  no  staff  changes  during  the  year,  and  the 
holiday  and  off-duty  relief  arrangements  with  the  Todmorden  Officers  have 
worked  very  well.  Quarterly  rotas  have  been  prepared  and  distributed  to  all 
General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and  also  to  the  Police  and  Ambulance 
staffs.  . 

In-Service  Training. 

All  newly-appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course  at  Leeds 
and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend  County  Courses  at 
Grantley  Hall  once  a  year.  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are  encouraged  to  applj- 
for  vacancies  on  the  two-year  Young  husband  Course  for  Social  Workers,  and,  if 
successful,  they  are  seconded  by  the  County  Council  on  full  salary.  In  addition 
fortnightly  seminars  are  held  in  the  Division,  and  regular  case  conferences 
are  held  at  Storthes  Hall  Hospital.

Psychiatric  Social  Club. 

There  is  no  social  club  in  this  Division  but  clubs  are  readily  accessible 
in  neighbouring  districts.  The  Queensbury  patients  go  to  Bradford,  and  those 
from  the  remainder  of  the  Division  attend  the  4U  Club  in  Halifax.  One  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  attends  this  Club  each  week  and  it  offers  an  effective 
service  for  follow-up  and  supervision  of  several  patients. 

Residential  Hostels. 


There  is  an  increasingly  demand  for  places  in  residential  hostols  for  both 
mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients.  The  County  Council's  provision 
has  so  far  been  limited  to  one  hostel  at  West  Ardsley,  but  we  have  usually  been 
able  to  find  places  in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring  County  Boroughs.  With 
the  increasing  turnover  of  patients  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  emphasis  on 
community  care,  it  seems  likely  that  very  many  more  hostels  will  have  to  be 
provided  in  the  future. 

Divisional  Training  Centre. 

Brighouse  Junior  Training  Centre  continued  to  provide  places  for  nine  females 
over  the  age  of  sixteen  in  addition  to  twenty- three  juniors.  Both  staff  and 
patients  are  working  under  acute  difficulties  in  the  very  limited  accommodation 
in  this  building.  A  new  comprehensive  Training  Centre  is  proposed  for  this 
area  and  part  of  the  Todmorden  area  but  the  starting  date  has  again  been  de¬ 
ferred  because  of  financial  difficulties.  There  has  been  an  arrangement  whereby 
six  youths  travelled  daily  to  a  training  centre  in  Bradford  but  last  year  the 
demand  for  this  service  increased  and  Bradford  was  unable  to  offer  us  any 
additional  places.  Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  to  enable  a  total  of 
twelve  adult  patients  from  this  area  to  travel  daily  to  the  West  Riding  Centre 
at  Kirkburton. 

Mental  Subnormal ity. 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  all  subnormals 
in  the  area  who  are  under  their  care.

Water  Supply. 

Bradford.  Corporation  are  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
this  Urban  District.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  Asquith,  the  Waterworks 
Engineer,  for  the  City  of  Bradford,  for  the  following  information s- 

"No  extensions  to  the  supply  were  carried  out  during  1966. 

"The  main  source  of  supply  to  the  Queensbury  and  Shelf  Area  is  from 
Thornton  Moor  Reservoir.  During  the  past  year,  433  samples  have  been  taken 
of  treated  and  distributed  water  from  this  source,  and  of  these,  89$  were 
free  from  coliforms  and  93.3$  were  free  from  faecal  coli.  A  recent  chemical 
analysis  shows  this  water  to  be  chemically  satisfactory. 

"As  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  lack  of  supply 
generally  following  the  carrying  out  of  remedial  works. 

"According  to  my  records,  no  supplies  have  been  restricted  or  closed, 
other  than  the  following  where  supplies  were  no  longer  required  due  to 
demolition,  etc.s- 

10  dwell inghouses  -  Brighouse  Road  and  Hung'er  Hill,  Queensbury. 

6  houses  -  Lyon  Street,  Queensbury. 

Littlemoor  Farm,  Queensbury,  and 

Dance  Hall,  Mount  Pleasant  Street,  Queensbury. 

"One  hundred  and  six  new  houses  in  Queensbury  and  11  new  houses  in 
Shelf  have  been  provided  with  a  public  supply  during  1966. 

"The  total  length  of  mains  has  been  extended  by  2^022  yards,  as  follows^-* 

Queensbury  -  28  yards  of  6"  main  and  1,544  yards  of  4 11  main. 

Shelf  -  450  yards  of  6"  main. 

"In  addition,  1 61  yards  of  4”  main  have  been  laid  to  replace  a  3" 
main  in  Stanage  Lane,  Shelf,  and  2,334  yards  of  6"  main  have  been  scraped 
and  lined  with  concrete  in  Carr  House  Lane  and  Wade  House  Road,  Shelf. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  in  order  to  remedy  difficulties  in  supply,  resulting 
from  badly  internally  corroded  mains  inherited  from  the  Queensbury  and 
Shelf  Urban  District  Council". 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Sewerage. 

I  am  informed  that  the  sewerage  system  within  the  Urban  District  has 
functioned  satisfactorily,  there  having  been  no  serious  blockages.

Shibden  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Following  the  reports  from  the  Consultants,  a  special  report  was  pre¬ 
pared  for  submission  to  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Committee.  The 
report  was  accepted,  and  permission  is  being  sought  to  implement  the  scheme 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £150,000. 

COUNCIL  HOUSING. 

Current  Development. 

During  the  year,  the  94  houses  on  the  extension  to  Hungerhill  Estate 
wore  completed. 

In  1956?  191  houses  v/ere  scheduled  for  Slum  Clearance  in  the  fallowing 
15  years.  By  1 96I ,  76  of  these  had  been  demolished  or  closed,  and  a  further 
15  cases  we  had  taken  action,  but  the  tenants  were  awaiting  re-housing,  and 
9  houses  were  awaiting  demolition,  so  that  we  had  taken  action  in  respect 
of  100  houses. 

Further  action  was  obviously  dependent  on  the  building  of  new  houses, 
and  in  the  Report  of  *1961  >  the  opinion  Was  expressed  that  the  rate  of  building 
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should  not  be  less  than  20  houses  a  year  andthat  100  houses  should  be  ready 
for  occupation  before  the  end  of  1965*  Since  that  tine,  76  new  bungalows 
have  been  completed,  46  at  Now  Park  Road,  and  30  at  Cockhill,  work  is  com¬ 
pleted  on  the  Hungerhill  Estate  of  94  houses. 

At  the  end  of  1966  125  houses  have  boon  demolished  cr  closed,  and  76 
other  houses  had  been  the  subject  of  formal  action,  sc  that  a  total  of  201 
houses  had  been  dealt  with  by  this  Department,  while  17  houses  had  been 
withdrawn  from  the  programme  because  of  repair  or  change  of  use.  This  makes 
a  grand  total  of  21 8  houses,  against  191  in  the  original  programme  drawn  up 
in  1956.  This  programme  was,  of  course,  amended  by  our  I96I  survey. 

In  April  1965' it  was  estimated  that  the  total  number. of  unfit  houses 
in  this  area  was  65O.  This  year  forty  one  houses  were  represented,  which 
loaves  275  to  be  dealt  with  by  1980.

This  Council  now  owns  594  properties  made  up  of  180  old  peoples  bungalows, 
322  Houses,  92  Flats  and  6  cottages.  The  estates  are  scattered  throughout  the 
Urban  area  with  the  largest  concentrations  on  the  Hillcrest  Estate,  Queen sbury 
and  the  Belle  Vue  Estate,  Shelf.  There  are  still  waiting  lists  for  accommodatio 
at  both  Queonsbury  and  Shelf,  but  the  demand  is  greater  in  the  Queensbury  area, 

especially  for  old  persons  bungalows. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  iiND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

diseases . 

Gen eral. 

Table  7  shows  the  monthly  incidence  of  notifications  received  in 
respect  of  infectious  diseases,, 

The  infectious  disease  most  prevalent  during  1  966  was  Measles.  Alto¬ 
gether  41  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  has  "been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf 
since  1948.  I  consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence 
of  this  disease,,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

As  with  previous  years,  I  give  the  figures  of  children  immunised  in 
two  groups,  the-  first  being  children  who  have  received  either  an  initial 
or  booster  dose  in  the  last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were 
immunised  at  a  date  preceding  this.  The  first  group  shows  children  who 
can  be  regarded  as  at  maximum  protection.  It  is  our  aim  to  carry  out 
booster  doses  before  admission  to  the  primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

During  1 966,  147  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus  by  Triple  Vaccine.  One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  we re  given 
a  reinforcing  dose  against  Diphtheria,  usually  combined  with  a  booster  dose 
against  Tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Records  were  received  in  respect  of  seventy-one  vaccinations  and  one  re¬ 
vaccination  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  last  year’s  figures  of  79 
primary  vaccinations.  No  re- vaccination  records  wore  received  during  1965. 

The  figures  no  longer  give  a  complete  picture  of  the  number  of  vaccinations 
carried  out  in  the  district,  as  the  West  Riding  County  Council  no  longer 
requires  records  of  persons  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  685  twelve-year-old  and  thirteen-year- 
old  schoolchildren.  Parents  of  545?  or  80%,  consented  to  this  valuable  measure 
as  compared  with  the  County  average  for  1 965  of  76%.  Of  these  children,  507 
were  tested.  Sixty-six  of  them,  or  13%,  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors 
and  presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and  419  with 
negative  reactions  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 

Thirty  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  Five  of  these  were  positive. 
Fifty-three  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination,  including  thirty  babies  not 
previously  given  a  skin  test. 

The  figures  under  this  section  are  all  Divisional  ones  as  it  is  not 
thought  desirable  to  pinpoint  localities. 
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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 


In  the  course  of  the  year  this  Division  received  records  in  respect  of  1176 
persons  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and,  in  addition,  a 
further  760  children  were  given  booster  doses.

Tuberculosis. 

No  action,  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925>  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Section  172. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  either  Respiratory,  or  Non-Respiratory, 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year  in  Quecnsbury  and  Shelf. 

One  case  cf  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  recoveudirom  the  disease,  two 
died,  and  one  patient  removed  from  the  district.  The  number  of  respiratory 
cases  on  the  register  we re  therefore  reduced  by  four  to  thirty-three. 

We  have  a  system  of  special  contact  cards,  and  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
are  investigated,  including  a  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary.  The  older  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  many  as 
possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radio,  raphy  Unit  visits  the  Divisional 
Area.  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in  the 
Queensbury  and  Shelf  Urban  District  is  eighty-eight  in  respect  of  thirty-three 
respiratory  cases  on  the  register. 

The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work  and  to  distribute 
clothing,  coal  and  food  parcels  to  needy  people.  Christmas  parcels  were  also 
distributed  as  usual  and  an  annual  day  trip  to  the  seaside  for  patients  and  their 
families  who  are  unlikely  to  have  a  holiday  any  other  way  was  arranged.

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Mr.  Chairman,  LadiGS  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1966,  the  twentieth  such 
report  I  have  now  written  to  you.  It  is  not  such  a  detailed  report  as  some 
I  have  written,  being  written  late  in  1967»  when  the  happenings  of  1966 
which  seemed  worthy  of  a  mention  at  the  time  of  occurrence,  have  been  over¬ 
shadowed  by  more  recent  events. 

Mr.  J. A. Walker,  the  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  left  us  in 
November  19^5»  and  Mr.  L.W. Barry  did  not  commence  duties  until  5th  December 
1966.  This  lack  of  an  assistant  for  over  a  year  has  a  bearing  on  the  scope 
'of  the  report,  as  I  was  inevitably  much  busier  on  outside  work,  with  little 
time  for  desk  work.  All  reports  like  this  depend  largely  on  someone,  some¬ 
where,  spending  time  sorting  cue  statistics,  noticing  changes,  and  checking 
the  evidence  for  new  trends  -  in  other  words  -  desk  work.  In  1966  my  desk 
work  was  at  a  minimum. 

On  a  later  page  I  list  the  new  legislation  of  19 66  and- it  will  be  seen 
that  unlike  previous  years,  there  were  no  new  .acts  affecting  the  Health 
Department.  On  the  other  hand  there  were  plenty  of  Regulations,  Circulars, 
and  Official  Memorandum  to  digest  and  apply  to  the  daily  work.  It  is  in 
these  ancillary  instruments  that  all  the  detail  comes. 

Health  education  followed  the  lines  of  previous  years,  consisting  of 
talks  to  selected  classes  at  Foxhill  Junior,  and  Queensbury  and  Shelf 
Secondary  Modern  Schools. 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  made  a  special  effort  to  intensify  activities 
during  the  Golden  Jubilee  Safety  Year,  and  cooperated  with  the  Road  Safety 
Committee  to  hold  a  film  show,  and  a  quiz  session  in  the  closing  months  of 
1966.  Other  activities  followed  through  into  1967* 

In  ray  report  of  a  few  years  ago  I  drew  attention  to  the  comparative 
numbers  of  pre  and  post  1914  houses  in  Queensbury,  and  in  Shelf,  drawing 
the  conclusion  that  a  lot  of  new  building  was  needed  in  Queensbury  redress 
the  balance  in  the  preponderance  of  older  houses  in  Queensbury.  1966  cer¬ 
tainly  saw  the  start  of  the  nev/  building  which  seemed  to  me  to  be  necessary. 
Between  500  and  600  new  houses  are  now  planned,  or  being  built,  in  the  village 
and  no  doubt  more  development  will  be  attracted  to  Queensbury  as  the  village 
begins  to  get  a  'newer  look'.  No  doubt  this  development  will  bring  its  pro¬ 
blems,  as  for  instance  in  sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection,  but  it  is 
more  satisfying  to  work  in  a  growing  coramunity  than  in  a  declining  one. 

In  conclusion,  May  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  kindness  and  support  you  have  given  me  throughout 
the  year,  and  Dr.  Gordon  and  other  colleagues  at  the  Council  Offices  for 
help  and  assistance  freely  given  at  all  times.

The  only  lioensed  site  in  the  area  is  at  Queonsbury.  This  has  a  planning 
status  determined  on  appeal,  by  the  Minister,  for  net  more  than  35  vans  between 
March  and  October  each  year,  8  only  of  which  may  bo  used  throughout  the  year 
for  residential  purposes.  The  original  site  licence,  issued  in  October  1962 
was  withdrawn  and  reissued  in  1964,  requiring  compliance  with  the  licence 
conditions  by  31st  July,  1964.  This  following  a  successful  prosecution  for 
breach  of  licence  conditions  in  February  1964. 

A  second  prosecution  was  instituted  and  heard  on  20th  July  1965*  Con¬ 
victions  were  obtained  in  respect  of  each  of  the  seven  breaches  alleged,  and 
a  total  of  £140  in  fines  imjjosed. 

In  spite  of  being  the  second  sucessful  prosecution  against  this  site 
owner,  there  was  no  visible  change  on  the  site  as  at  31st  December  1966,  and 
the  Council  had  resolved  4)  institute  proceedings  for  the  third  time  with  a 
view  to  getting  the  licence  revoked.

"Unsatisfactory"  private  drainage  does  not  quite  mean  that  from  a  public  health 
point  of  view,  but  it  does  mean  drainage  which  does  not  permit  the  installation 
of  water  closets. 

This  year  has  seen  the  coming  into  service  of  the  sewer  and  ejector  plant 
at  Low  Fold,  and  of  the  small  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Poppcrhill.  This  has 
been  a  great  asset  to  the  people  in  those  areas  desiring  to  instal  modern 
amenities,  providing  satisfactory  drainage  facilities  for  the  first  time  for 
19  houses.

The  No. 5  Smoke  Control  Area*  Installation  of  smckoless  fuel  appliances 
continued  at  a  steady  rate  during  the  beginning  of  1966  and  all  premises 
in  the  area  requiring  conversion  or  renewal  were  completed  by  1st  July 
1966  when  the  Order  came  into  operation. 

Freedom  of  choice  was  given  to  all  applicants  requiring  renewal,  and 
it  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  popularity  of  the  solid  fuel  open  fire 
was  on  the  wane.  The  piped  fuel  appliances  being  the  most  popular  with 
the  openable  Room  Heater  coming  ac&ftoee  second.  This  may  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  heat  is  available  immediately  and  suits  the  family  where  the 
father  and  mother  both  go  out  to  work. 

The  National  Coal  Board  again  favoured  us  with  a  visit  of  their 
demonstration  vehicle  before  the  area  came  into  operation. 

Industrial  Promises. 

The  steam  raising  plants  in  the  area  continued  to  operate  satisfactoril 
each  plant  was  inspected  during  the  year.  We  have  now  only  one  plant  in 
the  area  using  solid  fuel.  The  plant  is  in  a  reasonably  good  condition, 
chain  grate  stokers  are  used  for  steam  raising. 

65  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were  made  during  the  year. 

On  one  occasion  dark  smoke  was  observed  which  extended  over  the  permitted 
period,  a  visit  to  the  factory  was  made  but  the  fault  was  due  to  clinker 
which  had  built  up  on  the  grate  and  had  just  been  removed. 


Measurement  of  Pollution 


The  figures  for  pollution  collected  in  the  Deposit  gauge  are  again  slightly 
higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  Over  the  year  we  had  a  rainfall  of  48.77 
inches  of  water  which  was  14*24  inches  higher  than  the  previous  year. 

I  give. below  two  tables  which  shew  the  pollution  recorded  by  the  Deposit 
Gauge  and  the  Daily  Smoke  and  S02  meter  at  Queensbury.

4.  Scope  for  Improvement. 

At  31st  December  1966,  as  near  I  can  ascertain  from  my  records 
2,784  houses  possessed  the  five  Standard  ;unenities.  Deducting  this 
figure  from  3,877  leaves  1,093  houses  without.  Of  these  we  propose 
to  clear  a  total  of  3 66  by  1980,  i.e.  92  already  declared  unfit,  and 
274  scheduled.  This  leaves  727  houses  without  amenities  which  will 
still  bo  standing  by  I98O,  (assuming  that  all  the  houses  we  propose 
to  clear,  lack  bathroom  & c,  which  is  not  strictly  correct). 

Since  we  began  giving  Improvement  Grants  in  1954  we  have  paid 
180  Discretionary  Grants  and  427  Standard  Grants,  a  total  of  607  houses 
improved.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  these  have  all  been  given 
to  the  2197  houses  built  pre  1918  we  can  claim  that,  so  far,  2  out  of 
every  7  houses  without  modern  amenities  have  been  assisted  to  have  them 
with  grant  aid,  in  the  space  of  12  years.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
applications  approved  -  not  counted  in  the  607  figure  given  above  and 
we  can  say  that  intent  to  improve  has  been  established  in  about  650 
cases.  At  this  rate  we  could  comfortably  cope  with  the  727  houses 
referred  to  in  the  last  paragraph  as  being  without  these  amenities, 
and  likely  to  be  with  us  after  1980.  There  are  fourteen  years  to  go  - 
the  whole  of  a  childhood  -  it  seems  a  pity  for  a  child  to  be  born  and 
grow  up  to  nearly  school  leaving  age  without  the  amenity  of  hot  water, 
bath,  and  internal  watercloset. 

A  lot  turns  on  ones  attitude  towards  back  to  back  houses.  We  have 
511.  A  third  of  these  are  included  for  clearance  by  I98O,  leaving  many 
which  we  would  consider  as  ’unfit’  by  definition  only.  Many  of  these 
have  bathrooms  anyway,  and  I  do  not  expect  to  be  in  local  authority 
service  when  these  are  condemned.  I  have  in  mind  the  type  II  or  III 
back  to  backs  with  side  sculleries,  ample  in  size  and  living  space, 
high  ceilinged  in  most  rooms,  dry,  warm,  and  in  spite  of  being  back 
to  back  -  well  ventilated.  I  say  well  ventilated  for  two  reasons. 

One  is  the  exposed  situation  at  Queensbury,  it  being  at  an  average 
altitude  of  1,000  feet  above  sea  level,  surrounded  on  the  prevailing 
wind  side  by  large  areas  of  open  moor  land.  Even  in  the  height  of 
summer  there  is  a  bouyancy  in  the  atmosphere  that  one  misses  on  going 
downhill  into  the  surrounding  boroughs,  v/here  it  is  easy  to  imagine  the 
conditions  in  a  back  to  back  in  a  congested  low  lying  area.  The  other 
reason  is  that  being  a  cold  place  to  live  in  the  majority  of  people 
keep  good  fires  going  when  it  is  cold.  The  good  ventilation  of  a  room 
by  the  open  fire  is  a  thing  that  one  does  not  always  appreciate,  until

the  open  fire  is  replaced  by  a  modern  appliance  with  a  restricted  flue 
opening.  This  has  been  borne  in  on  me  by  the  increasing  number  of  cases 
we  have  come  across  of  condensation  following  the  installation  of  some 
modern  heating  appliance.  I  do  not  wish  to  elaborate  on  this  at  this  point 
but  instance  it  as  evidence  of  the  fact  that  where  the  open  fire  has  been 
retained  in  the  back  to  back  dwellings,  in  Queensbury  if  nowhere  else,  they 
are  satisfactorily  ventilated.  So  that,  to  return  to  the  heading  of  this 
part  of  the  report  -  'Scope  for  Improvement',  as  part  of  'Housing'  -  I 
regard  our  housing  problem  purely  as  that  represented  by  the  proposals  up 
to  1980.  Even  the  back  to  backs  listed  as  unfit,  and  to  be  dealt  with 
sometime  after  I98O  should  in  my  opinion  be  encouraged  to  take  up  grants 
and  instal  bathrooms,  and  that  wo  should  remove  them  from  any  list  of  unfit 
houses.  The  274  houses  remaining  to  be  represented  to  the  Council  represent 
a  programme  of  20  a  year  for  14  years,  and  unless  there  is  a  revolution  in 
ideas  on  housing  I  would  call  that  it. 

The  scope  for  improvement  then,  is  the  727  houses  referred  to  at  the 
outset,  if  we  still  insist  that  the  house  must  have  a  fifteen  year  life 
before  it  can  be  considered  eligible  for  a  grant.  If  this  could  be  reduced 
to  10  years,  the  scope  would  be  824  dwellings.  This  cannot  be  justified  on 
economic  grounds.  If  the  average  grant  is  £137,  the  Council's  contribution 
is  a  quarter  of  this,  or  £34.  The  average  increase  in  Rateable  Value  for  a 
bathroom  in  this  class  of  property,  usually  under  £30  R.V.  is  £ 3,  which  in 
10  years  at  present  rate  poundage  would  produce  3  x  10  x  12/9d  or  £1 9 >  the 
larger  portion  of  which  goes  to  the  County  Council  anyway.  So  no  argument 
lies  that  way.  But  even  in  .15  years  the  extra  rate  paid  would  only  produce 
£27 ,  and  yet  we  are  happy  enough  to  give  grants  in  such  cases  knowing  that 
we  may  pull  the  houses,  down  at  the  end  of  the  period.  So  the  argument  in 
favour  of  grants  is  not  based  on  economic  justification.  In  human  terms  - 
giving  children  chance  to  develop  habits  obtained  from  growing  up  in  a  house 
with  the  Standard  Amenities,  giving  the  mother  of  a  family  the  chance  to 
cope  properly  with  her  family  needs,  10  years  is  as  long  a  time  as  15  years 
to  be  without  these  things.  In  our  case  bringing  the  grant  life  period  down 
to  10  years  brings  in  another  97  houses,  an  extra  £10,000  in  grant  money, 
of  which  £2,500  would  be  rate  fund  contributed.  I  think  it  would  be  well 
worth  while. 

Random  thoughts  on  housing. 

I  would  like  to  see,  before  I  retire, 

(1)  No  houses  in  Queensbury  <Sc  Shelf  dependent  on  an  outside  closet,  of  any  sort. 

(2)  Every  house,  whatever  its  life,  equipped  with  a  supply  of  running  hot  water. 

(3)  A  corollary  of  (l)  -  no  family  sharing  a  closet  with  another  family. 

(4)  The  abolition  of  all  communal  dustbin  stores. 

(5)  The  streets  and  drainage  thereof  bringing  up  to  the  standard  of  the  houses. 

If  all  the  streets  were  as  good  as  the  houses  on  them,  Queensbuxy  would 

look  a  much  more  attractive  place.

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The  Wo.  10  .area  had  been  declared  a  Clearance  Area  in  January  1963,  "but 
was  re-represented  in  1966  as  the  offers  of  the  owner  to  repair  and  modernize 
the  houses  had  come  to  no  effect.  In  the  event  the  re-representation  of  the 
area  brought  about  a  change  of  ownership  and  satisfactory  proposals  to  save 
the  houses  were  accepted  from  the  new  owner. 

One  house  in  the  No. 9  area,  33  Carr  House  Lane,  Shelf,  had  been  the 
subject  of  a  Closing  Order  since  8th  May,  1963. 

The  Number  13  Area  was  later  modified,  on  receipt  of  proposals  from  the 
owner,  to  exclude  the  Warehouse  and  3A  West  Street,  and  22,24  &  26  Hope 
Street,  leaving  13  houses  subject  to  an  Order. 

Action  was  also  taken  on  the  No. 6 . (Catherine  Slack)  Clearance  Area, 
represented  in  1963.  Two  houses  were  subject  to-  Closing  Orders,  made  8th 
May,  1963,  that  is  21,25  Catherine  Slack,  and  in  November  1 966  Closing  Orders 
were  made  on  15? 17,19  &  23  Catherine  Slack,  and  an  undertaking  accepted  not 
to  relet  the  remaining  houses  when  they  became  vacant. 

Individual  houses  were  dealt  with,  and  Undertakings  not  to  relet  accepted 
in  respect  of  3  Gas  Cottages,  Queensbury,  10A  &  12  Burned  Road,  Shelf.  In 
regard  to  8  houses  at  Mountain  Villas,  Queensbury  informal  discussions  with 
the  owner  led  to  the  same  result,,  The  premises  were  later  vacated,  and  later 
on  their  use  changed  to  light  industrial. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  stock  of  houses  at  31st  December  1966.  The 
number  of  houses  lost  through  obsolesence,  fire,  change  of  use  &c  are  unfortunately 
not  available  for  the  years  prior  to  I96I.

Milk. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  milk  samples  v;ere  taken  for  the  Ring  Test  for 
Brucellosis,  Ten  were  submitted  to  culture  and  three  gave  positive  results. 
This  compares  unfavourably  with  1965  when  355  milk  samples  were  taken,  but 
this  drop  is  a  direct  result  of  being  without  an  assistant  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  nearly  the  whole  year.  No  ice  cream  samples  were  taken  at  all. 

Meat  Inspection,  (prepared  by  J.K, Sykes,  Authorized  Meat  Incp -;0  cor ) . 

lOO/o  Meat  Inspection  was  achieved  in  1966  after  the  lapse  from  this 
level  in  the  previous  years  and  all  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area 
were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  and 
a  total  of  28,502  were  stamped  and  passed  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Slaughtering  in  the  area  continued  at  a  fairly  high  level  during  1966 
although  at  a  somewhat  lower  level. than  the  record  total  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  number  of  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  the  area  at  the 
end  of  the  year  stands  at  two,  comprising  of  the  Shelf  Bacon  Factory  and  a 
small  family  butcher  at  Shelf,  the  latter  killing  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs 
for  local  requirements.  The  proprietor  of  the  small  slaughterhouse  in 
Queensbury  died  in  1966  and  the  premises  has  not  been  used  for  slaughtering 
since  June  19 66.

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HYGIENE. 


On  the  whole  the  standard  of  slaughtering  and  general  hygiene  was  very 
satisfactoiy.  Water  sprays  are  now  being  used  at  both  slaughterhouses  in 
place  of  wiping  cloths  for  washing  down  the  carcases  during  the  dressing 
operation  and  disposable  paper  towels  have  also  been  adopted  at  the  small 
slaughterhouse  in  Shelf  and  is  a  commendable  improvement  on  tho  personal 
hygiene  side,  our  continued  efforts  throughout  the  year  to  secure  a  higher 
standard  of  personal  hygiene  at  the  bacon  factory  has  been  successful,  but 
the  high  turnover  of  staff  which  exists  at  the  present  time  unfortunately 
tends  to  undermine  the  efforts  expended  in  maintaining  a  constant  overall 
•higher  standard  of  hygiene. 

Stool  specimens  of  Bacon  Factory  employees  were  taken  in  19 66  to  rule 
out  any  possibility  of  enteric  infection  being  present. 

Condemnations. 


The  increase  in  cases  of  Pyaemia  noted  last  year  continued  throughout 
I966  and  the  total  number  of  carcases  condemned  due  to  Pyaemia  and  other 
diseased  conditions  increased  by  14$  over  the  past  year.  As  mentioned 
previously  the  pyogenic  organisms  commonly  gain  entrance  to  the  blood  stream 
either  from  a  wound  in  tho  foot  or  tail,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  pyaamic 
lesions  were  often  found  in  the  carcase  despite  the  fact  that  the  original 
wound  through  v/hich  the  organisms  had  gained  admittance  appeared  to  have  healed 
In  such  cases  the  producers  are  unaware  that  the  animal  is  suffering  from 
Pyaemia  until  the  animal  is  off  its  food  and  is  sent  in  for  slaughter  and  is 
condemned.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  several  instances  of  Pyaemia  when 
the  progressive  nature  of  the  primary  lesions  (i.e.  wound  in  the  foot  or 
tail  Sec )  is  very  apparent  in  the  live  animal  from  the  onset  of  infection,  and 
in  such  cases  early  slaughter  is  the  remedy,  instead  of  adopting  this  policy, 
producers  hang  on  to  the  sick  animal  in  the  hope  that  it  will  recover  and 
finally  it  is  sent  in  for  slaughter  in  a  very  distressed  or  moribund  con¬ 
dition  and  in  an  advanced  stage  of  Pyaemia  without  any  chance  of  salvaging 
the  carcase  for  human  consumption. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  case  of  generalized  Tuberculosis  wasrecorded.  Localised  infection 
occurred  in  only  9  pigs  as  against  15  in  the  previous  year,  infection  was 
confined  to  the  head  and  intestines  and  involved  the  condemnation  of  the 
infected  parts. 

OFFALS. 

Pneumonia  and  parasitical  infections  continue  to  be  responsible  for  a 
large  amount  of  Offals  condemned,  and  is  a  grave  source  of  economic  loss. 

The  small  reduction  in  the  total  amount  of  offals  condemned,  compared  with 
the  previous  years  total  is  of  no  significance  when  we  consider  tho  fall  in 
output  of  pigs  slaughtered  for  the  current  year. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSE  SYSTEM. 

.  Progress  has  been  made 'during  the  year  on  the  work  relating  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  System  at  the  Bacon  Factory,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  work  will 
be  finally  completed  early  in  the  new  year  whan  the  effluent  will  be  discharged 
to  the  main  sewer.

Not  all  thoso  premises  have  dustbins,  but  others  such  as  schools,  licenced 
promises  &c,  have  several.  So  that  although  we  only  have  3,877  houses  and  house- 
um-shops,  we  muster  4,122  bins,  35  pail  closets,  and  7  ashpits  to  aiipty. 

nrtA  ^°ff1Sv3  tonner  with  ni«tt  30 il  ta”k  empties  tho  pail  closets  and  ashpits 

298  of. the  bins,  one  man  and  a  driver  doing  this  work  along  with  other  jobs. 

The,™lng3^824  binS  are  emptied  by  the  S  &  D  freighter  with  an  18/25  cube 
yard  body,  using  a  driver  and  5  loaders.  On  a  40  hour  week  this  represents  a  rate 
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of  95-6  bins  per  hour.  In  good  conditions  -  that  is  good  dry  weather,  not 
too  much  wind,  no  vehicle  breakdowns  or  loss  of  time  getting  stuck  on  the 
tip  -  the  job  can  be  done  in  36  hours,  which  is  a  rate  of  106  bins  per  hour. 
The  driver  helps  where  appropriate,  but  for  average  statistical  purposes,, 
if  we  reckon  him  as  loading  half  the  time,  the  rate  per  man  per  hour  is  17.3 
while  under  good  conditions  it  rises  to  19  bins. 

Looking  at  it  another  way,  we  work  9  hours  Monday  to  Thursday,  and  4 
hours  on  Friday  making  the  40  hour  week,  finishing  at  ll.O.a.m,  Friday.  Call 
it  4-§-  day  week.  On  this  basis  the  bins  are  cleared  at  the  v."  •>  bpO  Per 
day,  giving  a  rate  cf  154  bins  per  man-  per  day.  For  an  ai  m  there  is 

no  incentive  bonus  for  the  men  on  emptying  cf  bins,  this  is  a  very  creditable 
figure,  ana  will  compare  to  their  credit,  with  any  figures  any  other  local 
authority  can  produce. 

On  Collection  we  reckon  our  ’Norm'  to  be  285  hours,  made  up  of  6  men 
at  40  hours  each  on  the  main  bin  round,  2  men  at  18  hours  each  on  ashpits, 
and  some  bins,  and  3  men  3  hours  each  on  salvage  from  shops  &c.  For  52 
weeks  of  the  year  that  gives  a  'NORM'  figure  of  52  x  285  or  14*820  hours. 

In  1966  we  lost  1895  hours  due  to  holidays,  sickness,  and  absenteeism. 

To  combat  the  effects  of  this  the  men  worked  1,698  hours  overtime  but  in 
order  to  keep  a  straight  edge  we  had,  in  addition  to  this  overtime,  to  bring 
in  1,781  cian  hours  of  extra  or  casual  labour.  This  shows  that  when  a  man  is 
off,  especially  if  he  is  off  without  notice  -  making  good  the  deficiency  of 
his  labour  costs  several  times  morelfaian  merely  his  wage.  I  am  keeping  the 
figures  for  1 967  in  more  easily  read  form  so  as  to  shcv;  more  precisely  the 
effect  of  this. 

Absenteeism  amounted  to  129  hours,  less  than  1  fo  of  the  NORM  figure, 
which  is  very  good. 

Referring  to  the  last  paragraph  again,  it  should  not  be  thought  that  the 
losses  should  be  exactly  balanced  by  the  overtime,  as  of  course  in  addition 
to  the  loss  of  man  hours  through  the  three  cases  mentioned,  we  have  the 
weather  and  vehicle  break-downs  to  contend  with.  Then  the  manhours  are  avail¬ 
able  and  being  paid  for,  but  the  bins  aren’t  being  emptied.  This  must  account 
for  the  extra  hours  put  in  over  and  above  that  needed  to  compensate  for  hours 
lost  due  to  holidays  &c. 

In  my  scheme  of  things  Collection  has  first  priority.  If  it  is  necessary 
to  rob  the  tip  of  the  tip  man  and  neglect  the  tip  in  order  to  maintain  collect¬ 
ions  -  I  do  this.  If  collections  are  going  alright  the  next  priority  is 
Disposal  -  the  tip,  and  whatever  needs  doing  there  then  gets  attention.  When 
Collection  and  Disposal  are  going  right,  then  we  give  salvage  our  attention. 
Whether  its  because  of  this  system  of  priorities  or  not  I  do  not  know,  hut  I 
failed  this  year  to  increase  our  salvage  production  over  last  year.

STAFF  AND  DUTIES 


Excluding  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer's  Department,  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  consists  of  four  males  -  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  (one 
pest  vacant  for  most  of  1966)  an  authorized  Meat  Inspector,  and  a  Technical 
Assistant  and  Clerk. 

The  Technical  Assistant  who  came  to  us  originally  purely  for  clerical 
duties  passed  the  examination  for  the  Smoke  Inspectors  Certificate  in  1962. 

He  does  99$  of  Smoke  Control  Area  Survey  work,  the  supervision  of  fireplace 
conversions,  and  the  preparation  of  grant  payment  certificate,  in  addition 
to  the  clerical  work  of  this  office. 

The  Authorized  Meat  Inspector,  appointed  20th  November  1963?  carries 
out  most  of  the  meat  inspection  and  is  more  or  less  full  time  employed  at 
the  Bacon  Factory. 

That  leaves  the  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself.  We  are 
responsible  fors- 

(1)  Overall  responsibility  in  meat  inspection  in  cases  referred  to  us  by 
the  Authorized  Meat  Inspector,  (in  practice  very  few). 

(2)  The  examination  of  all  other  foodstuffs  for  human  consumption. 

(3)  The  hygiene  of  food  shops,  cafes,  snack  bars,  pubs,  canteens,  school 
kitchens  and  of  mobile  food  vans. 

(4)  The  sampling  of  foods,  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  anything  -  to  see  that 
diseases  are  not  spread. 

(5)  Enquiries  into  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  and  taking  steps  to 
limit  its  spiead,  by  taking  specimens  to  the  laboratory,  exclusion  of 
children  from  school  &c. 

(6)  Refuse  collection,  disposal  and  salvage. 

(7)  Inspection  of  all  new  drainage  work,  plumbing  and  sanitary  fittings 
installed  to  existing  buildings. 

(8)  The  examination  of  existing  drainage  where  defects  appear  to  exist  from 
smells,  blockages,  water  in  collars,  damp  patches  on  walls  etc. 

(9)  Routine  inspection  of  all  premises  in  the  district  from  time  to  time  to 
see  what  nuisances  exist,  and  to  secure  their  abatement.  These  can 
arise  by  statute  definition  from  - 

(i)  .any  premises  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  pre judical  to  health 

(ii)  any  accumulation  or  deposit 

(iii) Any  animals  so  kept  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  pro judical  to  health 

(iv)  Any  dust  or  affluvia  caused  by  any  trade  or  business  which  is  ...  and 

(v)  Any  workplace  not  properly  ventilated,  or  kept  clean,  etc  so  as  to 
be  a  nuisance  etc. 

(10)  The  routine  inspection  of  houses  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  they  are  fit  for  human  habitation  and  to  secure  their  repair,  or 
demolition  or  closure. 

(11)  Inspections  to  find  out  if  any  house  is  overcrowded. 

(12)  Inspections  and  advice  on  application  for  improvement  grants  and  assessing 
amount  of  grant  payable. 

(13)  Certificates  of  disrepair  and  general  landlord  and  tenant  queries. 

(14)  Caravan  sites. 

(15)  Control  of  insect  pests,  and  disinfection  when  required. 

(16)  Hygiene  of  Rag  Flock  manufacture  and  use.  To  see  that  it  is  clean  and 
non-verminous  and  used  in  clean  premises. 

(17)  Licencing  of  Petroleum  Stores  and  inspection  to  see  licence  conditions 
are  adhered  to. 

(18)  The  inspection  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  factories  with  power  and  of 
all  environment  conditions  in  factories  without  power. 

(19)  Inspection  of  houses  where  burling  and  mending  is  done. 

(20)  Shop  premises  as  to  ventilation,  lighting,  temperature  and  conveniences 
for  shop  assistants.

Rag  Flock  and  other  Rilling  Materials  Act  1951. 

The  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  November  1951*  Briefly  it  forbids  the  use  of 
certain  filling  materials  for  upholstery,  the  stuffing  of  bedding,  toys,  baby 
carriages  &c. 

Premises  where  Rag  Flock  is  manufactured  or  stored  must  be  licensed  annually 
and  we  have  one  manufacturer  so  licensed. 

Provisions  are  also  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  or  use  of  unclean  filling 
materials,  and  regulations  have  been  made  prescribing  standards  of  cleanliness  for 
such  filling  materials. 

Premises  where  Rag  Flock  is  used  must  also  be  registered,  and  we  have  one 
upholsterer  so  registered. 

Schools. 

There  are  eight  schools  in  the  area,  and  eighteen  visits  were  made  to  these 
for  purposes  which  include  inspection  of  toilet  accommodation,  sampling  of  milk, 
and  checking  on  absentees  due  to  infectious  diseases. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  premises  in  which  is  situated  the  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  are 
Council  owned  and  the  bath  was  open  throughout  1966.  It  was  operated  quite  satis¬ 
factorily  during  the  year.  The  slipper  baths  at  the  same  premises  continued  to 
supply  a  need  locally.  A  new  gas  chlorination  plant  was  installed,  the  filter 
examined,  and  the  accumulation  on  the  top  of  the  filter  removed,  and  a  more  satis¬ 
factory  control  of  the  water  quality  set  up  in  1965* 

West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951 » 

Hairdressers  -  Section  120. 

All  the  hairdressers'  premises  in  the  area  are  now  registered  by  the  Council 
under  the  above  statute.  There  aro  four  premises  for  men  and  six  for  ladios. 

Bye  laws  for  those  premises  wero  made  and  came  into  force  throughout  the  area 
on  1st  May,  1953. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  apparent  on  routine  inspection  is  good,  and  seven 
inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  in  1966. 
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
